Consents To Suppression | 
Of Death Ray Machine 


An outstanding invention of the 
century, a death ray machine, will) 
not be exhibited at the National In- 
ventors’ Congress at Omaha, Ne- 
| braska, President A. G. Burns, Oak- 
/ land, Cal., told delegates. 

The invention has been suppressed 
by the United States government, 
with the consent of the inventor, 
Burns said. He said the machine, cap- 
able of killing birds in flight two 
blocks away, was perfected by Dr. 
Antonio Longoria, a Cleveland, Ohio, 
physician and electrical engineer. 

“I witnessed a demonstration of 
the machine, by invitation in Cleve-| 
land last October,’ Burns said, “It 
resembles a motion-picture projection 
machine in appearance. Several gov- 
ernment scientists were there.
